SUGAR CONSUMPTION REQUIREMENTS FOR THE CALENDAR YEAR 
1941 FOR THE TERRITORY OF HAWAII AND FOR PUERTO RICO 


By virtue of the authority vested in the Secretary of Agriculture 
by the Sugar Act of 1937, as amended, I, Pau H. Arpizpy, Acting 
Secretary of Agriculture, in order to carry out the powers vested 
in me by the said act, do hereby make, prescribe, publish, and give 
public notice of these regulations, which shall have the force and 
effect of law and shall remain in force and effect until amended 
or superseded by orders or regulations hereafter made by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. 

Sxcrion 1. Revised consumption requirements and quotas—(a) 
REVISED CONSUMPTION REQUIREMENTS.—It is hereby determined, pur- 
suant to section 203 of the Sugar Act of 1937 (hereinafter referred 
to as the “act”), as amended, that the amount of sugar needed to meet 
the requirements of consumers in the Territory of Hawaii for the 
calendar year 1941 is 37,065 short tons of sugar, raw value, and that 
the amount of sugar needed to meet the requirements of consumers 
in Puerto Rico for the calendar year 1941 is 86,315 short tons of sugar, 
raw value. 

(b) ReEvisED LOCAL CONSUMPTION QuoTas.—There are hereby estab- 
lished, pursuant to section 203 of the said act, for local consumption 
in the Territory of Hawaii and in Puerto Rico, for the calendar year
